Victorians Prize Winners in Many of 
the Exhibits-The Great 
Kace TVDay. 



(From our own Correspondent,) 
New Westminster, Sept. 2,'). —To-day, 
the Royal Exhibition was opened to she 
public. Tho weather proved tine and the 
water smooth, The arrangements of the 
management were excellent, and, in con- 
sequence, the aquatic events aud Bports at 
tho fair grounds were highly enjoyable. 
Ned Haitian was starter, and O'Connor 
referee »f the regatta. J. Buck won the 
junior amateur singles. 

Tha professional doubjc scull between 
McLean and Murray, of Westminster, and 
Martin and Dignot), of Nanaimo, was won 
by the forsier easily, in 23 minutes 1 + 
Seconds, 

The senior singlo sculls were won easily 
by Johnston, of Vancouver, Watson, of 
Victoria, being a bad third. 

The senior four-oured race, between Van 
couver aud Victoria crews, was tho best 
rnje of the day. Kvans (bow), Watts, 
Campbell and Grant (stroke), formed tho 
crew of the Burrard Inlet Club; and Wid- 
dowson (bow). Askew, Watson and Sulli- 
van (stroke), represented the Jumcs Bay 
Club. The Vancouvcrs had a new boat, 
eighteen inches longer than their oppo- 
nents', and had the advantage of the inside 
course. A gnod start was had, and for 
half a mile the boats were even. Tho Vic- 
toriuns were then pulling 42 to the 
minute, which they kept up to the finish. 
They gradually forged ahead, and won by 
five lengths, in 10 min. 27 3-5 sec, the 
distance being a mile and a half. The Bur. 
rard Inlet Club wanted to make mother 
race to-morrow, with a different crow, but 
tho Victoriuns return home by to-morrow's 
boat. If they had a racing shell, they 
would visit Portland, and probably score a 
victory there. 

The Indian canoe races were the most ex- 
citing of tho day. 

At 1 ::)(), the tho official procession 
marched through Columbia street, which 
was decorated and arched with bunting and 
evergreens, to the grounds, where the ex- 
hibition was formally opoued by Lieut.. 
Governor Nelson. He congratulated tho 
association on tho success of tho show, 
which wus evidenced'by th.e large number 
of exhibits and the great attendance. Pre- 
mier Rouscm also spokei Surf referred to this 
gratifying progress being made throughout 
the province, and tho satisfaction he felt at 
the progress of the Royal City. West- 
minster was the banner district of tho pro- 
vince, and he was more than delighted with 
the magnificent display of agricultural ex- 
hibits. Mayor Brown called for three 
cheers for the farmers, without whom tho 
exhibition could not have succeeded, which 
having been heartily given, the buildings 
were opened to the public. 

In the agricultural, fruit and flower de- 
partments there is a tine display, but this 
is especially tho case with the fruit. Apples, 
pears and plums aro shown in wonderful 
variety and excellence, and will compare 
with thoio found in any exhibition any- 
where. Especially is this true of the 
apples. 

G. A. McTavieh and W. Brown, (Gov't 
House gardener! majte a lovely display of 
Bowers and have carried off a host of prizes. 
The show of cattle from the Tolmie farm in 
Victoriiiisthehcstr.il the ground. Lam- 
bcrtou, of Mount Tolmie, is a prize winner 
in potatoes, fruit and vegetables. The Vic- 
toria Truck and Dray Co. show some mag- 
nificent draught horses. The Tolmie estate 
secures first, prize for matched team of road- 
sters, and Geo. Ackman is second. R. Tol-

The 
Royal City MillB' exhibit of native woodB, 
dressed aud manufactured into doors and 
mantels, is a handsome showing. This has 
been secured for the Victoria show. The 
Howe Sound Slate Co. also make a fine 
showing in shingles, equal in color and 
grain to any eastern product. 

Tho show of horses and cattle generally 
is fiuo, and altogether tha Westminster ex- 
hibition is highly successful in every way, 
and enhanced iu interest by the attractive 
programme of sports. 

Turner of Westminster wsn all the 
bicycle races, defeating Lawrenson of Van- 
couver. 

In the junior Incrosso mntch, Westmin- 
ster defeated the Vancouver* in a sternly 
centisted battlo, three games to one. W.

The professional races to-morrow will 
bring thousands to Westminster from all 
parts, although the city is alrsady crowded. 
O'Cunner is the favorite, though niltny 
think Dutch, the Australian, will surprise 
everybody by winning. The four oarsmen 
are in splendid form, HanUn especially.

The Montreal Exhibition. 

Montreal, Sept. 23.— Tho Montreal ex- 
hibition is a great success, the at- 
tendance having averaged about 60,000 
a day. The British Columbia exhibit has 
a space with tho C. P. R., and is a great 
drawing card. The press speaks highly of 
the exhibit, which has been visited by im- 
mense crowds. The model of the steamer 
Empress of Japan, in the British Columbia 
csurt, costing several thousand dollars, ia 
beiutiful. There are a number of largo 
paintings and views of British Columbia. 
The exhibition closes on Friday. 

The Hull Strike. 

Ottawa, Sept. 23. — Tho prospects for an 
amicable settlement of the strike among 
tho mill hands ecems more remoto every 
day, The employers will not accept the 
compromise arrangement recently submit- 
ted. Nothing transpired, either at Chau- 
dicre or in Hull, last evening, to change the 
aspect of the strike. 

The Case at Hie Mclennx. 

Ottawa, Out., Sept. 23.— A short time 
ago, word was received here that two ves- 
sels, commanded respectively by Daniel 
and Alexander McLean, natives of Capo 
Breton, hud been shot at and captured by 
Russians at Copper Island, for sealing in 
Kehring's Sea. Friends of the two captives, 
through their representatives in Parliament, 
appealed to the Dominion Government to 
secure their release. The Minister of Ma- 
rino promised to investigate the affair and, 
through the British authorities, drew the 
attention of the Russi in Government to the 
breach of the neutrality laws, should it be 
found that the McLeans had sailed in Can- 
adian vessels, and had retained their alle- 
giance to the British Crown. A telegram 
hiw been received from the co'leclor of cus- 
tom* at Victoria, B. C, in which he states 
that the McLeans were sailing in American 
vessels and that it was n ported Unit they 
had become American citizens. Confirma- 
tion would seem to be given to the latter 
statement by the fact that only a naturalized 
citizen of tho United States can sail an 
American vessel. The relatives of the Mc- 
Leans will now seek the assistance of the 
United Stated Government in securing their 
release. 

Pleased With Their Trip. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 23. — President Van 
Home arrived early yesterday from Van- 
couver, in company with Lord Mount 
Stephen and other gentlemen. The 
Canadian Pacific president speaks in glow- 
ing terms of all he naw on his trip. The 
prospects for tho future of tho great North- 
it, he says, are just as bright as they 
possibly can be. Lord Mount Stephen ex- 
presses himself as amazed at the wonderful 
strides tho Northwest has taken since he 
last saw the prairie country. 

Fire lit Toronto. 

TOEONTO, Sept. 23.— Tho business house 
of Thompson & Co., slaughterers and meat 
packers, has been burned. The loss is 
S5,000; insured. 

Retail Grocers Assign. 

Toronto, Sept, 23.— Clarke Bros., retail 
grocers, have assigned. Liabilities, $25,000; 
assets, (20,000. 

Canadian Athletic meeting. 

Toronto, Ont., 23. — Tho annual athletic 
meeting of tho Canadian Amateur Athletic 
Association, to bo held horo, next Saturday, 
promises to be tho most brilliant and suc- 
cessful ever hold in Canada. Tho most 
noted athletes in America, including a full 
complement from tho big New York clubs, 
will he present. 

Flogged lu I'rlson. 

Toronto, Out., Sept. 23.— Patrick 
Shcady, William Leader and Wm. Turn- 
bull received their third and last flogging at 
the Central prison, yesterday, for indecent 
assault on Elizabeth Richardson, of Guelph. 
They were given ten lashes oach, having 
been originally sentenced to thirty. Shcady 
and Ttirnbull groaned and shrieked through- 
out their punishment, but Leader took his 
witliout a murmur.

Starvation In Itnt^n. 

St. PiiTERSDBRG, Sept. 22.— Reports from 
TambofTand adjacent provinces announce 
that the aemstvos has provided for resowing 
of the land nnd to furnish supplies of grain 
until January next. After that date there 
will bo tho greatest difficulty to insure food 
for the people As the collection of tuxes is 
impossible, the salaries of local administra- 
tive bodies nro suspended. Tho scarcity of 
oats and hay is compelling farmers to sell 
livestock at mock pric-es. Destitution is 
also staring in the faco u lurgo number of 
people who have been employed upon pub- 
lic works, as work upon the latter must 
stop when frost sets in. The masses of tho 
people rely entirely upon the government to 
help them. This being the state of affairs 
in tho present mild weather, the gloomy 
prospects held out by the coming winter 
can be easily imagined. At an extraordin- 
ary meeting of the authorities of the govern- 
ment of Saratoff, just held, it was decided 
to petition the imperial government to pro- 
hibit tho exportation of millet, as well as 
rye. 

Almost all the government officials have 
voluntarily contributed a portion of their 
salaries to the famine fund. There is a 
public talk of bringing bread from Au.orica 
and Egypt. 

'Xinr Mntterlngn in Europe. 

Paris, Sept. 22.— Lo Sieclo publishes a 
dispatch from its correspondent in Baden 
giving the substance of a speech said to have 
been made by the Grand Duke at tho close 
of the recent manoeuvres of tho army of tho 
southwest. According to the dispatch, be 
said in part : .Ji ' 

Wo must regard the future with energy 
and resolution. Tho time is again near 
when Germany must again unsheath her 
sword in defence of her independence against 
an enemy who has not learned prudence by 
defeat. It will be the duty of the valiant 
corps of Baden to support the first onslaught, 
to fire the first shot and carry the pal in of 
victory. 

He ulso referred to " the culpable pro- 
ceedings of our neighbors, who aro only 
awaitjug a propitious occasion to again open 
an era of bloody conspiracy." 

The Hague, Sept. 22.— The Minister of 
War, Colonel Bergausius, proposes a period 
of enforced military service similar to that 
of the other continental countries. 

Vienna, Sept. 22. — At a conference of 
the Austrian cabinet, Emperor Francis 
Joseph presiding, it has been decided to in- 
crease tho military budget 0,000,000 florins 
and tho strength of tho present force of tho 
Austrian empire. 

London, Sept. 22. — Russia, which claims 
absolute supremacy over tho region, has ex- 
cluded the English Captain Younghusband 
from entering Little Parivri in Central 
Asia. The Standard's correspondent at Se- 
bastopol says a party of officers has been 
sent from St. I'etersbttrgb to survey Crimea 
and prepare topographical plans, for tho war, 
department. This fact is much commented, 
upon in military circles. The First Lord of 
the Admiralty has written to a correspond- 
ent justifying the permission given to 
French officers to inspect English defences 
and arsenals, on tho ground that it would 
remove the f.dso impression of England's 
strength created by the deprecatory tone of 
the English press. 

Under Secretary or the Foreign Oflloc. 

London, Sept. 23. — The place of Parlia- 
mentary Under-Secretary of the Foreign 
Office, vacant through the promotion of Sir 
James Ferguson to bo postmaster-general, 
has been offered to Baron De Worms, mem- 
ber for Foxteth, and at present Parliament- 
ary Under-Secretary for the Coluniul ollico. 

a story «r hisaster. 

London, Sept. 23.— The crew of the ves- 
sel Jenny Lind, wrecked during the tor- 
nado at Martinique, have arrived at Ply- 
mouth. They tell un awful story of tho 
horrors of the scene. They say that about 
300 were killed and 1,000 injured. 

Damage to Cro|»* In t;rrnt Britain. 

London, Sept. 22.— Reports from all 
parts of North Wales, England and south of 
Scotland tell of irreparable damage to crops 
by storms.

hon. treasurer of tho Provincial lloyat Jubilee 
Hospitul. I might say that this institution baa 
now nfty-ono patients and tho directors aro 
much hampered for funds. I will, thoro/ero 
make you an offor, becanso It will in tho first 
place help tho hospital, and, secondly, bcoaeso 
tho enhanced prices oblulued will more than 
ecpial the commission named. Yours faith-

Alp. Smith— I move that tho offer he 
accepted, as I conaider it a very good one. 

Alb. Couohlan seconded the motion. He 
thought it a very worthy object to donate 
tho commission to the hospital. 

The motion was adopted, Mr. Davies te> 
assist Mr, Korthcot. 

Ajjj. Richards asked if I he Council bail 
the power to allow n commission on the sale 
of the property. Auother point wua tkat 
there is an upset price on this property ; 
would the auctioneor be entitled to comnus- 
aion on nu offer whicfi' the Council would net 
accopt J 

Ald. McKillican — I doubt if we have 
tho power. 

Ald. Richards— The by-law s.iys l»»t 
the property is to bo sold by our officer, •wke 
gets no commission. 

The MAYOR— I think thnt Mr. Davies- 
would be more likely to sell the property 
than Mr. Northcot. I think it is quite 
within tho power of the Council to give Mr. 
Northcot assistance, if by so doing we can 
get a better price. 

Ald. Richards asked a ruling on the 
point— whether a commission could bo paitt 
for the Bale of corporute property ? 

The Mayor said that it was within the 
discretion of the Council to pay on 
auctioneer just as much us it was to pay for 
an advertisement in a newspaper. 

After considerable discussion, AML 
Smith's motion was adopted. 

AN EXPLANATION WANTED. 

City Treasurer Kent wrote, asking that 
steps be taken to settle the question of club 
tax. The subject was in tho bands of the 
Council's legal advisers for nine months 
past, aud nothing appeared to have been 
done. There was also something to fco 
done with reference to the Loan Investment 
Society. 

On the motion of Aid. Renouf, it was de- 
cided to call upon the city barristers for uji. 
explanation. 

A QUESTION OF SALARY. 

A lett?r was read from an asr.i ant to the 
position of Water Commissioner, asking 
what the salary attached to the office is. It 
was decided to inform him that the present 
commissioner draws $150 per month. 

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

A communication wbb received from the 
Immigration Investment and Improvement 
Co., of B. C. (limited), asking the assist- 
ance of the Council in securing exhibits 
from Victoria nnd the province generally,, 
for the Columbian Expisition at Ch'cajo. 

On motion of Aid. Renouf it was decided' 
to adopt tho suggestion and try to induce 
other communities to do likewise. 

SEWAGE WORKS. 

Engineer Mohum wrote, pointing out 
that' under certain ! conditions, unavoidable 
damage would be done to the main Beiwers- 
in making house connections, unless, during, 
the construction of tho maiue, steps be take» 
to obviate the risk. There are many 
situations in the uity in which it is neces- 
sary to lay the mains in a narrow trench, 
cut in the solid rock. The junctions are 
laid at the same time as the mains. " Un-, 
dcr siich circumstances," reads the report,, 
"it will bo obvious that whenever it is re- 
quired hereafter to make house connectipnei 
with main sewers so placed, the excavating, 
of the trench for these connections will ne- 
cessitate blasting within a few inches of the 
main sewer, which would.in all probability, 
receive more or less serious damage, and it 
is recommended that, where necessary, Bide • 
excavations, to receive hereafter smaller 
pipes, should be made and carried, say five 
feet, from the sewer, before tho mains art • 
laid." 

Referred to Sewage committee. 

THE FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

A communication was received from thc 
B. C. District Telegraph and Delivery 
Company, with tho view of introducing 
their system into this city, nnd explaining 
its advantages, especially for fire alaim 
purposes. 

Referred to the Fire committee. 

THE DRILL SHED AGAIN. 

A telegram, received from the Depart 
meht at Ottawa, by Colonel Holmes, was- 
read, as follows :

The reading of ihe telegram created gen- 
eral laughter. 

Ald. Renouf— I thought that drill shed

Ald. Holland, ironically, moved that 
the telegram be received, and a site fur- 
nished on thu Indian reserve.

After some discussion, tho mutter was 
referred to the Finance committee. 
the d, oiHVEBsrry. 
A resolution, adopted nt the recent meet- 
ing of tho committee interested in the 
establishment of a University in B. C. wos 
read, asking that a by-law be submitted to 
raise a sum of $50,000 towards tho build- 
ing of such an institution. 

Ald. Richards favored the proposition 
and undertook to introduce a by-law on the 
Bubjeot. 

TO DEFRAY EXPENSES. 

The Finance Committee recommended 
the payment of $250 towards defraying that 
expenses of collecting exhibits from 1i C.

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LIQUOR LICENSES. 



"The Licensing Board Kefuae to Grant 
a Transfer to the Standard 
Theatre. 



Exception Taken to tho Constitution 
of tho Bench, anil an Appeal 
Hinted at. 



Tlie Licensing Commissioners met, yca- 
torJay, at tho City Hull and heard applica- 
tions for transfers of licenses, There was 
more than ordinary interest taken in tho 
proceedings, as it was well known that tho 
transfer of the lioenso of tlio Standard 
Theatre would meet with vigorous opposi- 
tion on the part of the W.C.T.IT. Mayor 
Grant occupied the chair, the othor com- 
missioners present boing Aid, Hunter, Mr. 
A. L, Belyea, P.M., and Mr. Robert Ward, 
J. P. 

The lieenso held by Joseph Carpenter for 
tho Caledonian Hotel, was transferred to 
Messrs. Menieur, Brown & Fox. 

Mr. S. P. Mills, on behalf of John Cort, 
applied for a transfer of the Standard Thea- 
tre license from Mrs. Berlha Hemans. In 
doing so, lie said that the case had been be- 
fore the Board for a considerable time, one 
of tho objections to the granting of tho 
transfer, as assigned by Mr. Ward, being 
that no evidence inul been addued to show 
thai John Cort was a tit and proper person 
to hold the license. Ho now proposed to 
give evidence as to tho character of his 
client, and submitted a list of mimes of 
prominent citizens in Seattle, testifying to 
tho good character of the applicant. 
Tho document, 'which bore tho olli- 
oial I seal of Seattle, was signed 
by the mayor of that city, a number of 
its police commissioners and ollicers, the 
president o" the National Bank, Supreme 
Oturt judges, licensing commissioner, 
sheriff, the judge of the Municipal Court, 
and Others. Having regard to tlioso high 
testimonials, it was evident, lie argued, 
that Cort Has a fit and proper person to 
hold a license. Exception bud been taken 
ha the manner in which tho house was be- 
ing run, but places of entertainment such 
as this were to bo found in London, in 
Paris, in Now York— in face, in ail large 
cities; and if Victoria was to make imy 
' progress, they should have such a house 
here also. A statement had been made 
that girls were in tho habit of serving 
liquors, and this in tights; but it ought to 
bo remembered that there was nothing new 
im having girls attend bar; there were bar- 
maids in utmost every large city. Refer- 
ence had also been made to sonio litigation 
.which Mr. Cort had in Seattle, but the case 
referred to was decided in that gentleman's 
favor. He now confidently asked the 
bench to grant the transfer asked for. 

Mr. Ward said that the application hud 
been adjourned until that day for the pur- 
p»se of securing a full attendance of tho 
t»»ard. So far as ho was personally con- 
cerned he did not think it necessary to re- 
peat the objection to tho granting of this 
license. He had already given hi3 reusons, 
•jnd he saw no reason why ho should change 
his mind. As for the petition or testimonial 
ptoduced from Seattle, he did not attach 
much importance to that. It showed that 
Mr. Cort has had a very extensive connec- 
tion with the police and police magistrates, 
and if read between the lines, it was not a 
very high recommendation. In Victoria 
they did not guage inatterH as they did in 
Seattle. They were ablo to judge what was 
: bost to bo done for themselves here. Mr. 
.Mills thought that in a growing city like 
Victoria tliey should have such places as 
they havo iu i'aris, New York, London and 
other large cities. Ho (Mr. W.) would be 
very sorry to think that they had— that 
they had establishments of the class to be 
found in Seattle, San Francisco and other 
cities on tho cousr. They had done with- 
out them up to the present, and they could 
do without them now. He strongly opposed 
the granting of rhe license. 

Mr. H. U. Hall, on behalf of the W.C.T. 
V., opposed the application. They could 
judge of what the house would lie from the 
manner in which the present applicant had 
conducted it since it came into liis hands. 
Even since the license had been applied 
for, the theatre was conducted in a way 
thut was a disgrace to the city. Mr. Mills 
had admitted that girls dressed in tights 
were in the habit of supplying liquor to 
those who patronized the theatre, but, if 
there was any doubt on this point, he would 
put witnesses in the box who would prove 
it. Tho place was u disgrace to tho city 
and the province, and should never have 
boon licensed. 

The Mayor reminded Mr. Hall that every 
'j'cense applied for was opposed by him 
■(Mr. 11.), whether it was for an hotel or a 
saloon. If the temperance people or this 
city were opposed to the granting of li- 
censes, why did they not start a good tem- 
perance hotel. No man was obliged to par- 
take of intoxicants in a licensed hotel, nor 
was any person obliged to drink at the 
, Standard Theatre. " I will ub!c the Ser- 
geant," said his Worship, "a question. 
Has there been any disturbance ever there 
— lias anything occurred which necessitated 
..'.he inlet ferenco of tho police ? 

.Scrgt. Walker— I have not been called 
upon. 

Tho Mayor— Has any complaint been 
made to you about this house ? 

Tho sergeant replied in the negative. 

The Mayer said that he bad never heard 
any evidence to show that the place hud 
been conducted in a disorderly manner, and 
ho had made enquiries on the point. The 
first time thu application for this transfer 
came up, he asked Chief Shoppard if there 
was any thing'ubout tho place which would 
justify the police in opposing the granting 
of a license, and the only objection to it the 
chief hud was that the girls served liquors 
in the boxes— some one said in tights, when 
questioned on the point again, the chief 

declared that the place wus quietly con- 
ducted, and tho police sergeant had just 
:naid tho same thing. Those people who 
made loose statements as to the house ought 
.to he prepared to substantiate them. He 
himself had visited the place, and bad seen 
nothing there that might not be seen on the 
Htago of the Victoria Theatre. The place 
Iind been in existence for years and the 
police did not complain of if, and, as far us 
ho was concerned, he attached a great deal 
nf importance to the recommendation of the 
•Seattlo gentlemen— many of whom ho knew 
— being convinced that they would not re- 
commend Mr. Cort if he was not worthy of 
thoir commendation. He believed Cort to 
be a lit and proper person to hold a license, 
.And would Bupport his application. 

Mr. Hall pointed out that their objection 
to tho houso was not thut it was a disorder- 
ly one— such a house as the polico would 
have to interfere with to prevent disturb- 
AIlC0 _but that thcro was a great deal worse 
ihan fitrhting carried on there. The Mayor 
hud said thut ho bad been in the body of 
that theatre and auw nothing harmful, but 
it was not in tho body of tho hull, before 
tho Raze of tho whole audience, that the 
mischief was done, it wus in the boxes and 
.rtthor pnrU of tho house, where tho girls

served liquors. The pluco was not an 
hotel, and there was no reason why it 
should have a license to sell. 

Mr. Mills — If you havo any evidence to 
show that the place is not properly con- 
ducted, let us have it, but don't he making 
these loose, uncorroborated statements. 

Aid. Hunter — I would like to ask Sergt. 
Wulker why he, to-day, contradicted state- 
ments which l e made yesterday ? 

Sergt. Walker denied that lie had contra- 
dicted himself. No complaints had been 
made personally, nor did he know of his 
own personal knowledge that complaints 
had been mado t» any other ollicor. He 
had heard that Chief Sheppard had been 
complained to. 

Aid. Hunter opposed the granting of the 
license, on the ground that it was not con- 
ducive to the morals of the city. He pro- 
posed doing hia duty, irrespective of what 
was done in Seattle or anywhere else. 

Mr. Belyea also opposed the granting of 
the license. Ho did so altogether irre- 
spective of anything that might bo said for 
or against Mr. Cort, or what was done or 
left undone in other cities. The whole 
question was : "Is the Standard Theatre 
such a place as should have a liquor 
license V He thought not. The place had 
a bad reputation for years, and was no 
better to-day. It was a place iu which no 
respectable man would like to seo his sons. 

The Mayor declared the transfer re- 
fused. 

Mr. Mills asked that a note he taken of 
the fact that ho objected to the constitu- 
tion of the bench. 

The objection K'as duly recorded. 

Mr. Ward — The bench is legally consti- 
tuted. 

Mr. Mills — That is for the judge of a 
superior court to say. 

Mr. Hall— Then the lieenso is to cease 
from to day. 

Mr. Mills — Head the Act on that sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Ward — This court will require to 
know who is selling liquor there. 

Mr. Mills — I am aware that Mr. Cort has 
no right to sell there after to-day. 

Mr. Hall, on behalf of the W.C.T.U., 
handed in tho following to the commiss- 
ioners : 

Wo desire to draw your attention to the 
fact that the Standard Theatre, in this city, 
is conducted in euch a grossly immoral man- 
ner that it is inimical to the best interests 
of the city that tho license on the premises 
of the said Standard Theatre should he 
longer continued. We therefore request 
your honorable board to hold an enquiry, 
1 if the truth of the above be established, 
to cancel thus.iirt license accordingly.

The Oklahoma Boom Kepeatcd- 
of Touee Started and a 
Mayor Elected.

GUTHRIE, 0. T„ Sopt. 22.— Guthrio was nn 
animated town this morning. Many bolat«d 
sottlera were skurrylng around to And moans 
of conveyance to tho now lands. Horso traders 
wore soiling stock, nnd farmers woro soliciting 
men to rido with thorn to tho border of tho new 
lands. Ton dollars was tho faro and the boom- 
ers eagerly accepted tho chance to mako tho 
journey oven at that outrageous price. Tho 
farmers did a big business, so did tho livery 
koepois. Thoyall agreed last night on a double 
price for their wares and even then the supply 
was nearly exhausted before night. 

The socuout tho land offlco was a lively ono 
to day. About 250 old soldiers, each armed 
with a declaratory statement, hud been in lino 
bofore the ollico door for four days past. Some 
slept in chillis, sonic oa the ground, some hard 
lyatall. Their meals were brought them by 
wives, children or friends. Tho land ollico 
opened at four seconds past 12 o'clock to-day, 
and tho llrst man to present his p»pors was 8. 
F. Diamond, who had Btood in lino day nnd 
night since last Friday. Ho was almost ex- 
hausted fi 0111 exposure and want of Bleep and 
rest, and as he nUggcrcd up to tho window it 
was necessary for a frlDnd to assist him. 

Tho second man was J. A. Klotch, and tho 
third man was Thoinns Belknapp. There was 
no disturbance about tho olllce, and business 
proceeded quietly and swiftly. At 7 o'clock 
nil tho old soldiers had got In their papars, Tho 
lino did not decrease, however, us aetilers who 
had located claims in the new lands began to 
arrive to lilo entry notices. Tho land ollico 
topi open till 7 o'clock. At that time fully 200 
men were stH in line, and others wore arriving 
every minute. 

A dispatch from Oklahoma City says it was 
expected that there would bo a riot at the laud 
ollico when It opened for business, at noon. 
The crowd, which had surrounded it for the 
last four days, became very boisterous last 
night, and, this morning, it was found neces- 
sary to guard the ollico with deputy marshals. 
The latter succeeded in preserving tho peace, 
and there was no disturbance. 

Simultaneously with tho arrival of the hour 
of noon, tho homcseekers gathered on tho bor- 
der, made a headlong rush over tho line into 
tho coveted country, and on to 1 ho quarter 
sections upon which ihe eyes of some had been 
toasting lor days, and of others for weeks and 
months. Tho rush was a mad one, and was 
made so by the fact that ihe number of home- 
seekers greatly exceeded the numbarof quarter 
sections available for settlement. Tnero is 
room in tho lands for about ;">,O0() settlor.--, allow- 
ing 100 acres for each. Tnero woro on tho bor- 
der waiting to claim available land, fully 15 0(10 
pooplo, so that there were three peoplo for each 
quarter section. It Is no wondor. then, that tho 
ruau was a inad one. .Liko scenes were never 
witnessed before, except In Oklahoma two 
years ago. 

Tho crazo to become owner of part of tho 
newlands caused a Btrango como ingling of tho 
various elements of society. Half an hour's 
diligent work would havo been sufficient to 
prepare the most elaborately equipped boomer 
tor tho race into the new countiy, but tho pre- 
parations wero begun long botore tho hour of 
noon. Hor.-cs wero hitched, wheels greased, 
snddlo girths clinched, nnd everything snug as 
early ns 10 o'clock, so anxious was everyone to 
bo in ro idiness to move at tho appointed timo. 
When the noon hour did arrivo tho excltemi nt 
found vent In tiring of revolvers and rillcs, and 
shouting and singing, and cracking of whips-, 
and furious driving and running. The horse- 
men, of course, had t- advantage over all 
others in the raco. Most of tho racers wero 
horsemen who had proceded to the 
border in praliio schooners with ihsir 
families, oach leaving his schooner, family and 
ono horso on tho border, and mounted on the 
other. After locating his claim the boomer 
will return and direct his possessions to his 
now homo. Some of the more despcra o cow- 
boys mounted steers, nnd tho latter, joining in 
tho stampede, carried their riders to the 
intcrio , while othoi-M were unceremoniously 
unhorsed, or unsteered, uot far from thu bor- 
der 

Tho boomers wero distributed among tho 
various starling points about, ns follows: At, 
Tohoe, 3,000: Langston, 2.000; on tho bordorof 
Klckapno, 8.000; nt tho Pottawattamie boidor, 
1,000. Tho allotment to tho Fottawattomto Iu- 
aians nearly exhausted ihe land in their reser- 
vation; to that the homcseekers had little 
chance of locating 11 cla m there. At Langston 
woro negroes, gathered by a negro colonization 
society to tho number of l.oOti, and they wero 
to move en masse into the Cimnmron valley, 
tho most fertile region, and locate in a bunch. 
Five hundred whites, mostly cowboys, nlso had 
their cyos on that Bection, and each party 
marln all sorts of threats of taking tho land 
by force. 

One unique Bight at Tohce was a company of 
young lanies from Guthrie, who had formed a 
colonization company to proceed to tho new 
lands nnd aettlo on the adjoining claims. '1 hey 
wero mounted on Texas ponies and wero at- 
tired as near as might bo in cowboy costume, 
armed with revolvers und equipped for camp- 
inn- oat. They made the raco in a body. 

The rush from hero to the border began bo 
fore daylight this morning. Ten thoutand per- 
sons would be a motleiato ostimato of the peo- 
ple who p issed t hrough this city on routo for 
tho row country. 

Tho government supervision of tho opening 
seems to have been mdly deficient. Tho entire 
government force was compo -ed of two com- 
panies of troops, 2IX) men, anil tho forco of 
three United States marshals, numb 'ring about 
250 men. Of the latter fifty woru sent to Lang- 
ston to preserve tho pence between the cow- 
boys and negroes; 11' teen woro required at oach 
of tho three land olllces and twenty-five at To- 
hoe. Of tho regular tro ps a squad of men 
wero stationed at each of the two county seats. 
This left only some TO 1 men to pat rol tho bor- 
ders of about 200 miles extent. Tho men wore 
stationed at irregular intervals. In some plate 1 
there were ten or lifteen to the mile, while at 
others, st etches of five -n d ten mi es|w< re en- 
tirely unguarded. Under these conditions it 
might have been expected a number of boom- 
ers would enter before the appointed time, and 
they did. 

Two miles north of Toheo about 200 boomers 
had gathered in a secluded spot, knowing the 
government forces would bo massed at the bor- 
der towns. Thoyall set their watches three 
hour6 ahead last night, so that their testimony 
would agree as to the time if 1 ho claims we c 
contests I on the ground of their b-n:g 
"sooners." At !) o'clock their watches Indi- 
cated I lie noon hour, anil they rushed over tho 
bordor and began the r;eo for choico selections 
of laud. "Sooners" at other unguarded por- 
tions of the hordor were nlso very numerous, 
mid it is estimated that fully :i O settlers en- 
tered the land before the legal timo. 

Tohce, this morning, was a town. To night, 
it is a whitormaa's chy of 1,600 inhabitants. It 
fell into the hands of a townsite company or- 
ganized here. The president of ihe Hoard of 
Trade, the president of the National Hank, Mr. 
Jescph McNeill and tho city marshal of Guth- 
rie represent five of tho company. This after- 
noon they fl ed at tho lmd ollico a plat of the 
town a (1 tho company's claim. At nn election, 
heltl this afternoon, McNeill was chosen 
mayor. At Tohce the boomers wailed until 
the noon hour before making tho rush for lots 
nnd hnmestonds, and the occupation of tho 
lands thoro was peaceful. 

Among the buomois at a point below Toheo 
was one woman, who crossed tlio lino bofors 
the time. A deputy marshal forced her back 
over tho lino. Soon nftorward she again 
cropsed tho lino, prematurely, and when tho 
deputy, a second timo, ordered hor back, sin 
drew a revolver from her dress pocket anil 
openetl lire upon him. Tho marshal returned 
the tiro, and shot her in tho left leg. just below 
the knee, shattering tho limb and disabling 
bur so that she was unable to mak'i the race. 
When the time came, the others loft her under 
n shadeon this Hide of the border. She lias 
slnco been brought hero, ' 

Reports from Langston stnto that there has 
been rioting bot w.en negroes and cowboys. 
Two negroes are IOI orted to have been killed, 
hut no uno seems to know how they met their 
death. Two negro women secured quarter- 
sections Immediately adjoining Langston. A 
townniio comn ■ ny Dialled 11 (own on a quarter- 
section Immediately adloining tho government 
townsllo. at Utinntllor, and every iui has beon 
taken. Tho southern county's lownsito has 
boon surveyed, and will be opened to-morrow. 
All is reported quiet. With the exception of 
tho largo number of pooplo who entered tho 
strip before the legal hour, tlio opening of tho 
lands has been remarkably successful, and 
tuotr settlement more peaceful than any ono 
anticipated.

NOT WHITEWASHED. 

As we fully expected, tho report of the 
majority of the sub-committee of tho Com- 
mittee of Privileges and Elections is, by the 
Opposition, declared to be a "white-wash- 
,£■£" report. We would like to know pre- 
cisely what is meant by the term " white- 
washing." If those who use it so freely 
juoan by it that the committee have tried to 
palliate any offence that Sir Hector Lange- 
yin, or any one else, is admitted to have com- 
mitted, or that they have endeavored to find 
excuses lor anyone, or have explained away 
acts, or have attempted to make them ap- 
pear other than they really are, wo are sure 
that all who read the report carefully and 
without prejudice, will come to the conclu- 
sion that the report does not deserve to ho 
stigmatized by the epithet " white- 
washing." 

The report is, in the first place, as cold 
and as colorless as a judge's address. In the 
part of it in which the charges against Sir 
Hector Langevin are discussed there is not 
»»o unnecessary word. Tho evidence in 
support of the accusations is examined and 
the character of the principal witnesses 
commented upon with the view to 
And. the degree of credibility that 
•aught to be attached to their statements. 
There is nothing unfair or in anyway im- 
proper in this. On the contrary, every 
word that was written was necessary to en- 
able the persons to whom the report was 
submitted to conio to a just and, indeed, an 
intelligent conclusion in the premises. 

The sub-committee find that the chargis 
of personal corruption against Sir Hector 
Langevin are not only not proved, but dis- 
proved. There ure no facts to support 
those charges, and the character of the 
principal witness is such that his testimony 
should be strongly corroborated by facts 
and circumstances before any intelligent 
man would be warranted in believing a 
single word that he said. Tho committee, 
however, do not say this. They just tell 
Parliament who Mr. Owen Murphy is, and 
what he has done, and lias left the readers 
of the report to draw their own conclusions. 

There is certainly no whitewashing in all 
this. The minority of the sub-committee, 
though evidently disposed to think the 
worst and to say tho worst of Sir Hector 
Langevin, do not go as far as to state that 
the charge preferred by Ow en Murphy has 
been proved. Part of tho summary of 
their report, published in the Toronto Mail, 
ii as follows : 

"Regarding the alleged payment by 
Murphy of §10,000 to Sir Hector Langevin, 
the minority report states that Murphy's 
Statements are partially corroborated by 
the entries in the books and by the cheques 
produced, but as the evidence is Conflicting, 
Alcssrs. Mills and Davics do not feel justi- 
fied in reporting the charge proved." 

Tlie Toronto Globe itself, in an article 
which does not discuss tho lindiiiKS of the 
sub-committee by any means fairly, is con- 
strained to say : "Wo freely admit that, 
excepting Murphy's, tho direct evidence 
against Sir Hector is not strong." So, ac- 
cording to the Opposition's accuser-in-chief, 
Sir Hector Langevin did not need "white- 
washing." Tho direct evidence against 
him is not strong, and every ono is free to 
put any interpretation ho pleases on what 
ho considers the indirect evidence. What- 
ever, therefore, may be said of the report of 
the minority with respect to tho charges 
against Sir Hector Langevin, it cannot 
fairly or truthfully bo described as a 
-''whitewashing report." 

It may, however, be contended that the 
(report does not go far enough. Tho mem- 
bers of tho committee may not have 
thought it to bo pat t of their duty to en- 
quire how it was that gross frauds could 
have been committed during a series of 
years in connection with the business of tho 
[Department of Public Works without tho 
knowledge of tho Minister, who was sup- 
posed to have the control of its affairs. 
This is Uio problem which tho peoplo of 
Canada want to aeo solved. Thoy find that 
Alie Department was for years a neat of cor- 



ruption, and that a sot of rogues, through 
oither the complicity or tho incapacity i.f 
tho officials, have been able to cheat the 
people out of large sums of money. They 
also find that tho Department of Public 
Works has bean perverted into an instru- 
ment for fraudulently collecting public 
money to be used in debauching con- 
stituencies. Of this there can bo no doubt. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars voted 
by Parliament for tho construction and im- 
provement of useful public works, have 
boon stolon out of tho Treasury 
by these rocues, otlicial and unofficial, 
to bo used for "political purposes." Tho 
people of Canada have been doubly wronged 
by the abominable conspiracy. They have 
been robbed of their money, and a consider- 
able proportion of tho plunder has been ex- 
pended in demoralizing Iho electors. 
In old times tho highway robber used to 
plead in extenuation of his criiiio that he 
robbed the ricli to give to the poor. The 
Jack Shepherds of our day rob tho peoplo in 
order that they may have something to give 
to help to elect nun who are either so stupid 
or so unfaithful as to permit them to thrust 
their bands deep into tho public chest us 
often as the opportunity can bu made for 
them. The robbers of to-day are meaner 
and many times worse than the robbers 
of the ruder age. 

It is very little to the peoplo of Canada 
whether the men who allow the Murpliys, 
the McCreevys, the Connellys and tho rest 
of tho tribe of plunderers to prey upon 
them are knaves or imbeciles. Tho fact 
that has been proved beyond the shadow of 
a doubt is that the robberies have been com- 
mitted, and that the robbers and their ac- 
complices Imvo by a devilish ingenuity con- 
trived to demoralize the people with their 
own money. If the sub-committee had said 
something about the system of iniquity 
which the late revelations have brought to 
light, their report would haTO been moro 
acceptable to honest Canadians of every 
party, and would have done something to- 
wards raising tho peoplo and the 
politicians of this country in the 
opinion of their kinsmen on the other side 
of tho Atlantic. For not the least evil 
effect of the scandals has been to lower Can- 
adians in the esteem of the people of other 
English-speaking countries. 

The first duty of the public men of Canada 
is to take away the reproach which the evil 
deeds of the men implicated in the scandals 
ha"o brought upon their country. They 
must insist upon having an honest govern- 
ment and clean public offices, let the conse- 
quences to individuals and to parties be 
what they may. The people of this Dotr.in- 
ion are not in the humor to regard white- 
washing, in any form, with complacency or 
approval, und they care very little even for 
logic which has not for its object a thorough 
administrative reform. 



A BREACH OF FAITH. 

The British Government have, it ap- 
pears, found out that the North American 
Commercial Company has paid but little 
alteniionto the condition of tho Modus 
Vivendi, which limits tho number of seals 
to be killed by them this year to 7,500. If 
tho English diplomatists were as shrewd as 
they ought to have icon, they would have 
seen that the stipulation permitting ' the 
Company to kill seals in order to provide 
food for the Indians, gave them an oppor- 
tunity to exceed the limit, of which they 
would be certain to avail themselves. Every 
seal killed for food wore a very valuable 
skin, and what was to hinder the Indians, 
after they had eaten the seals' flesh, selling 
the skins to the Company at its own price t 
This would not be considered a violation of 
the terms of the Modus Vivendi by the 
sharp Americans, but it stems that the 
British authorities arc not of the same 
opinion. Wo re id that the Americans 
acknowledge that (hey have exceeded the 
limit, but the particulars are not given. 
We cannot ace what excuse they can 
offer for the breach of faith if they 
do not plead that they were justified in 
considering that the seals hilled for the use 
of tho Indians, .were not intended to bo in- 
cluded in tho 7,500, and that they had a 
right to obtain in addition the .skins ol 
the seals *o killed. Wo hardly think that 
this sharp practice will be regal ded by the 
British Government as allowable and that 
they will decidu that killing more than 
7,500 seals for any purpose whatever was 
a breach of the agreement) If they take 
this view of the case, the Modus Vivendi, 
not being observed by the Amoric ns, is no 
longer in force, and it is questionable whether 
any seizure made under it, since tho breach 
of its provisions by the North American 
Company, is valid. Au agreement tint 
does not bind both parties to it can hardly 
be called an agreement ut all. And it was 
never contemplated that the British should 
be bound by the Modus Vivendi, while tho 
Americans should bu left at liberty to do as 
they please. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Why is it that tho people of Victoria are 
compelled to wait for their Japan letters 
until afler they have been sent to Vancou- 
ver ? If tho business men of ono of the citieB 
must wait until after thoso of the other get 
thoir mail, it should bu the Vancouver 
merchants. Victoria is the first port of 
c^U on this side of the Pacific, and it is, 
commercially, byfar the moro important city. 
It is therefore most unreas nablo that the 
mails for Victoria should be carried to 
Vancouver and sent back hero a day, or, 
perhaps, two days, after the Japan steamers 
arrived at this port. Merchants hero com- 
plain bitterly of the inconvenience and tho 
injustice. The Victoria, niail should bo 
landed in Victoria direct from the steamer 
that carries it across tho ocean.

A ''Terrible Ordeal" Fake. 

A special despatch to the Post- Intelligent 
ger from Port Townsend, was yesterday 
transferred to the columns of This Colonist 
pivinor particulars (?) of the desertion from 
H.M.S. Warspite, now in the dock at Es- 
quimau, of three of her crew. The minute 
details supplied rendered the account very 
suspicious. The men, whose names were 
given as Murray, Russell and Brown, were 
alleged to have passed through "a terrible 
ordeal " in reaching a place from which the 
British authorities could not take them by 
capture. An account is given of a most ex- 
citing chase — a detachment of marines in 
active pursuit, the deserters betrayed by an 
Indian, the pursuers obliged to abandon 
the chase, and an ultimate escapo of the 
heroic trio on "a heavy timber, 0x12 in. 
and 20 feet in length," astride of which 
they paddled all night, reaching San 
Juan Island at duy break. Not alone 
does the dispatch give every detail of the 
escape from start to finish, but he gives the 
pedigree of the deserters, making Russell a 
cousin of Sir Charles Russell, and Brown 
the direct, descendant of a real, live mem- 
ber of the English parliament. The ac- 
count savors strongly of the dime hair- 
stand-on-un-end novel, A Colonist re- 
porter showed the account to a party of the 
WarspUe'a officers yesterday, and they de- 
clared it to be absolutely and entirely un- 
true. There were no such men as Mtirruy, 
Russell and Brown missing. Some time 
ago three of the blue jackets, Harold, 
Jones and Turner, got leavo of absence, 
and, yesterday, that leave was two days 
overdue. No acton had been taken in the 
mntter. as the men will doubtless report 
themselves. No dotachniont of marines 
had been sent in search of the " deserters," 
who are doubtless enjoying themselves in 
Victoria instead of, as alleged, faring on 
*• dried salmon at an Indian reserve." The

Sir Richard John Musgrave, Bart., of 
Tourin, Watcrford, Ireland, and Miss Jessie 
Sophia Dunsmuir, sixth daughter of the 
late Hon. Robert Dunsmuir, were married 
at Christ Church Cathedral, yesterday, the 
wedding being the most fashionable and 
brilliant witnessed in Victoria for many 
months. 

Two o'clock was the hour set for the 
ceremony, and at that time the body of the 
cathedral was filled with invited guests, 
while hundreds of ladies and dozens of 
gentlemen not so highly honored, crowded 
the side seats in the church, the aisles, the 
churchyard and the streets. Those fortunate 
in securing outside standing room, were 
forced to content themselves with one short 
look at the bride as she entered the «hurch, 
escorted by her brother, Mr. James Duns- 
muir, and another as she emerged upon the 
arm of her husband, while the bells pealed 
forth their tumult of silvery music, and 
Mendelssohn's grand march echoed from the 
rafters of the Cathedral. 

Many a time has the old cathedral been 
decked with bright flowers for some festive 
event, but never more artistically or more 
effectively than yesterday.

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LAST OF THE EMPRESSES. 



The China Arrives With Mails, Pas- 
sengers and Freight for 
Victoria. 



Resume ot Late Asiatic News— Riot- 
ing at Ischang-Devastatiug 
Floods. 



The C. V. R. ss. femprOas of China, which 
is in all particulars tho counterpart of the 
Empress of India and tho Empress of 
Japan, made her first appearance oft Vio'„ . 
ria harbor yesterday morning, and passed 
on to VancouTer in charge of. Pilot Uniu- 
hart, three hours later. 

Captain, as well a* steamer, being new to 
the route, no effort Was made to lower the 
record, and the trip occupied 12 days and a 
few hours. Tho round-the-world tourists 
by the China were eighteen in number, 
while the other passengers were divided as 
below : one from Singapore, five from Hong 
Kong, one from Kobe, six from Shanghae, 
and nineteen from Yokohama. There were 
104 Chinese and three Japs in the 
steerage, ninety-one of tho former 
being for this port. The cargo consisted of 
2,525 tons, principally teas, divided in 30,- 
490 packages. Victoria's cabiu passengers, 
four in number, her Chinese, and the Chi- 
nese muils, were landed here, the Standard 
acting as tender. 

The China brought Asiatic papers of as 
late date us September 10th, from which is 
condensed the appended news summary : 

A prolonged earthquake shock was felt 
in Yokohama, on the 8th inst., very little 
damage being done, however. 

The native papers of Japan are agitating 
for closer trade relations with China. 

The ban of suspension was removed from 
the Kaishin Shimbun on tho 29th ultimo, 
and publication is to be resumed at once. 

A riot occurred at Ichang on the 4th inst. 
All the foreign property at the port has 
been burned, but no lives have been lost. 
The foreign residents are under arms. 

An outbreak of fire occurred on the 31st 
ult., at Tsukuminiur.i, Ikedagori, Gifu l're- 
fecture, and before the Haines were subdued 
thirty-four dwellings, one school, one tem- 
ple, four godowns, and seventeen sheds were 
burned to the ground. 

Two large banks, the 45th and 46th Na- 
tional, of Japan, have failed for large 
amounts, their collapse hcing due to the 
dishonesty of trusted oliioiuls, who abused 
the confidence reposed in them by gambling 
in rice with the money of tho banks. 

The total number of bodies cremated in 
Kanagawa Prefecture during the three 
months ending June last was 518, of which 
405 were the remains of persons who died 
from ordinary diseases, and 113 from infec- 
tious diseases. 

The Japan Mail records the death of Mr. 
J. L. Lewis, chief officer of the Parthia, 
which occurred after a short illness on the 
evening of the 31st ult. The body was 
committed to the sea the following morn- 
ing. 

Following is an official return of the 
damage caused by the recent floods in the 
Nagasaki prefecture: Lives lost, 16; per- 
sons wounded, 14; houses, 196; houses 
partly damaged, 158; bri'Jges washed away, 
16; bridges partly damaged, 57; embank- 
ments being broken down in 373 places. 
BesideB these an extensive area of culti- 
vated grouud.was rendered useless. Serious 
floods occurred in Kagawa prefecture on the 
16th ult., by which seven lives wero lost, 20 
persons injured, 1.4G6 dwellings damaged 
or destroyed, 144 vessels carried away, 39 
bridges washed away, and embankments 
damaged in 502 places. 

During August, the Tokyo library was 
visited by 5,212 persons, making a daily 
average of a little over 173. The number 
of books inspected during the period was 
35,201, of which 2,277 were foreign, and 
32,924 were Japanese and Chinese works. 

From the opening of the Osaka mint up 
to the end of June last, the total value of 
coins struck was yen 187,720,050, of which 
yen 62,722,000 represented gold coins, yen 
108,810,070 silver coins, yen 12,418,000 
copper coins, and yen 3,708,000 nickel 
coins. This is at the rate of yen 4.443 per 
head of population. 

The Hochi Shimbun reports a murder in 
the Kyoto prison, for which a curious ex- 
cuse is offered by the accused person. The 
deceased, Uchiyama by name, was under 
sentence for a year and a half with hard 
labor, and was found dead in his cell on the 
3rd inst. When his fellow-prisoners were 
questioned, they all denied having any 
knowledge of the circumstances of his 



death. But a short time afterwards a con- 
fession wus made by one Murakami, a fel- 
low-prisoner, that ho was the guilty person. 
Tho killing had been done, however, he ex- 
plained, at the request of Uohiyama him- 
self. The latter had often said that he had 
no desire to live, and had asked Murakami 
to help him out of life ; but Murakami had 
always steadily refused. On the night of 
the 2nd he urgently renewed his request, 
and his friend consented and strangled him. 

NO DISSENTING LIBERALS- 

Mr? John i^riey (Condemns tho Persistent 
Occupation of Egypt. 

London, Sept. 2-2.— At Cambridge, last night, 
Rt. Hon. John Morloy said tho general election 
would be a straight fight between tho Liborala 
and tho Torits, and that thoro would be no 
dissenting Liberal party, Mr. Morley disputed 
in succession tho claims on which tho Con- 
servatives would make thoir appeal to tho 
country. 

Ho condemned tho indellnilo and porsistcnt 
occupation of Kgypt and tho methods of gov- 
ernment applied to Ireland, Tho local govern- 
ment andjfreo education measures wore merely 
skoletons of bills. Tho Irish land purchase bill 
was a measure of destructive rather than con- 
structive statesmanship, an'l the extreme safe- 
guards and restrictions which it was predicted 
would accompany the Irish local government 
bill would only prolong and ombitter tho Irish 
controversy in parliament. 

Although ho dill'ered with the majority of 
tho Lakor Congress at Newcastle on the eight- 
hour question, he hailed tho decision with 
hope and satisfaction and had ovory confidence 
in tho soundness of tho ultimate judgment of 
tho workers of tho country to Improve their 
ow» welfare 

He advocated village councils to manage all 
local affairs. Reforo undertaking social re- 
forms, however, tho Liberals must fulfill their 
Homo Hulo pledges.
